BARS TO EUROPEAN UNION 
Back In the early Thirties Winston Churc- 
hill put forward the Idea of a united Europe. 
It was an idea foreign to the thinking of Its 
time — a time of going fascism, dawning Hit' 
lerlsm, Maglnot mentality, ultra-nationalism, 
insincerity, and appeasement. Mr. Churchill, 
a Tory with a vision, saw the evils and their 
remedy. But no one of comparable vision and 
authority In all Europe answered and sup- 
ported him. 

It took a second World war— which a strong, 
united Europe almost surely could have pre- 
vented — to show the true value of Mr. Churc- 
hill's remedy. Europe of 16 years ago had all 
the necessary Ingredients of that remedy 
except one — wisdom. Today such Important 
ingredients as stability, prosperity, health, 
and strength are gone. And there is some 
question whether wisdom has been gained. 
- A few nights ago Mr. Churchill again ap- 
pealed to Europe to unite. It was an eloquent, 
Intelligent plea which took Into account all 
the grim realities of the present. 

Mr. Churchill urged a European federation 
aa one of the "four pillars of the temple of 
peace." The others, he said are the United 
States, the Soviet Union, and the British 
Commonweath. They would support a United 
Katlons expanded into a world super-govem- 
— ment to prevent war. 

"Are the states of Europe," Mr. Churchill 
asked, "to continue forever to squander the 
first fruits of their toll upon the erection of 
new barriers, military fortifications and 
__ tariff walls and passport networks against 
one anottier?" 
For the most part, Europe's answer was 
~ Bllence. France, which with Britain would 
be the backbone of any European union, 
showed slight reaction. Her statesmen were 
too busy for comment. Most French news- 
papers Ignored his speech. 

Instead there came from France the voice 
of Charles DeQaulie, wartime hero, Interim 
president, and now^ead of a new and some- 
what disturbing political movement. Fol- 
lowing Mr. ChurchUl by a day, M. DeOaulIe 
made a speech In which he called for a 
"strong state" in France. 

The former general said he meant by a 
strong state "what others mean In reference 
to themselves— for example. In Moscow and 
Washington— a state whose chief is a chief 
and In which no confusion of powers ham- 
pers or dilutes responsibility." 

It Is odd that M. DeOauUe should mention 
Washington and Moscow In the same breath 
—especially since he must know that In the 
V. S. the powers of government are delegated, 
though not confused, and the responsibility 
Is divided, though not diluted. 

Substitute the word "authority" for "re- 
■ponslbitity" in the quotation above and you 
have a statement that might have been made 
by Hitler or Mussolini in the days whep Mr. 
ChurchUl first proposed a united Europe. 

If M. DeQaulie expresses a growing senti- 
ment In France today, then the difficulties of 
adopting Mr. Churchill's plan are Increased 
enormously. For the samo reason the plan 
becomes even more urgently necessary. 



PLAIN TALK FOR THE GERMANS 
The QermBh people, like all other European 
belligerents of the recent war. have been hit 
by the blight of hunger. But the defeated 
Oermans have been making more fuss about 
It than anyone elao. In moods varying from 
whining to belligerence, they have demand- 
ed to be fed. 

Now James Newman, our military governor 
In Hesse, has told them off in no uncertain 
terms. As he pointed out, ours h the first 
conquering army In history which has under- 
taken to feed a people which It haa con- 
quered. If, In return, the Germans hoard, 
strike dnd refuse to cooperate, stern meas- 
ures will be taken. 

This Is language they should understand. 
They have been overplaying the role of an In- 
nocent, betrayed people which only tliey be- 
lieve. We shall feed them, not through love 
but through ncceaalty. The sooner they re- 
alise this, accept It, ai)d help themselves, the 
better It will be for all concerned.

HOirSlNO FBOOKAM IS FAILURE 

The government's subsidy program lo aid new home 
oonslructlon, particularly for cx-a.I.'s, waa greeted 
Just a year sio as a cure for the housing ahortage. So 
far It hu been a dismal fallura. New home building Is 
almost St a standstill and there are no Immedlata 
prospects for any olianga In the situation. 

This was graphically Illustrated by an Item in 
aenator Henry Dworshak'i column In last week's News 
In which he reporUd that the U. s. housing expedlUr 
recently returned to the treasury M«,000,000 ot the 
total fund of 1100,000.000 which ha4 been pro- 
vided u subsidies to stlmutat« building. The bureau 
of Ubor statlsuca reporM that •1,400 homea wore 
■tarted in March IMQ and Ute figure was "considerably 
below that" tor the ume month this year. The bureau 
didn't give a specltio explanation of the slow down in 
oonitruotton except to not« that building coats had 
gone up too rapidly.

The (irst man to use this 
form was T. A, Dorgan, or Tad, 
the sport-page cartoonist o( the 
Hearst papers who had a baseball 
character called Bonehead-Barry. 
the bush league bear. 

We owe "bonehead" and "boner" 
to him. 

We gave very little space to sport 
stuff In the early lOOO's by com- 
parison with today's elaborate cov- 
erage and, although we did have 
some pretty good writers, actually 
most of the copy waa awful. The 
sport writers strained terribly to 
substitute slang (or intelligible 
English, and so a base was not stolen 
but plKered or purloined or even 
ganvered, which I believe was a cor- 
ruption of a Jewish word, and the 
bases were hassocks and pitchers 
were Iwlrlers, 

A left-hander was and still la 
called a southpaw, but "portslder" Is 
strictly newspaperese and I never 
heard It used by ballplayers. Kxig 
Lardner scmetlmes called a le(t- 
hander a cock-eye hi his fiction 
pieces and he probably heard some 
ballplsyer use It, because he had a 
(ine ear for their talk.

Soak waa both a verb and a noun, 
used in baseball and boxing C017, 
and Waa very robust in its thne, ol* 
though K you were to say today a 
hitter soaked one to right or a (ighU 
er hit another one a hard soak, peo- 
ple would give you a loot "Sock" 
serred a term, then became obsolete, 
and then. Just after the other war, 
strangely came back and has been 
with us ever since. 

'Bltf," as a verb and noun, was 
contemporaneous with soak but, 
having vanished, never came back.

By Ignorance 

WAEHINOTON. May 38 WV-The 
coast Euaid reported today an In- 
veitlgnlon of the Texas City disaster 
April 18 showed ignorance and vio- 
lations of safety regulations gov- 
erning the handling ol "dangerous' 
cars DCS. 

A death-dealing chain of explo- 
sions which killed and injured hun- 
dreds was set off when R shipment 
of ammonium nitrate blew up while 
It was being loaded on the French 
vessel O rand champ. 

The coast guard said Its Inquiry 
did not disclose a specUlo cause of 
the blast but: 

1. "Hardly without exception," all 
those Involved in handling the cargo 
"displayed lack of knowledge" of 
safety laws, 

3. There was smoking aboard the 
vessel, during loadbig operations, 
despite a "no smoking" rule. 

3, Although ammonium nitrate Is 
officially classed as "dangerous,' 
longshoremen were not given In- 
structions on loading It. 

4. The vessel did not receive, as 
required by regulations, an advance 
written notice that a dangerous 
cargo would t» Btilpped.
